The five candidates for the 
OOP nomination for governor, 
seated at the head table, ap­ 
peared determined to battle to 
a finish at the state convention 
next Friday. 
The dinner at the new In­ 
dianapolis 
convention 
center 
climaxed a day in which Gov. 
Edgar D. Whitcomb endorsed 
Owen Circuit Court Judge Wil­ 
liam T. Sharp for governor. 
Sharp and Senate President. 
Pro Tern Phillip E. Gutman of 
Ft. Wayne called news confer­ 
ences to say their support is in­ 
creasing. 
Both 
claimed 
700 
delegates in the gubernatorial 
contest. 
Gutman 
said 
another 
500 
were still uncommitted. Sup­ 
porters of House Speaker Otis 
R. Bowen of Bremen, leader in 
The Associated Press poll of 
district chairmen last 
week, 
stack to their estimate of at 
least 600. 
Public 
Service 
Commission 
Chairman W. W. Hill Jr. of In­ 
dianapolis wouldn't estimate a 
total, hut stuck to his earlier 
claim of "more than 150." 
And Robert Webb of Arcadia, 
whose 
campaign 
booth 
was 
manned later than the rest, 
maintained he still has strong 
support. 
The claims totaled at least 2,- 
950 delegates. There will be 
only 2,063 at the convention. 
Newsmen assessed applause 
as ths gubernatorial cfodhfetov 
wort introduced and walked to 
their seats at the head table. 
Bowen 
appeared to get the 
moat. 
But later, when former Gov. 
Harold W. Handley introduced 
them 
again, 
the 
applause 
seemed about even. 
GOP State Chairman James 
T. Neal of Noblesville, who re­ 
ferred 
to

gubernatorial 
hopefuls 
as 
"$3,600 
candi­ 
dates", said all five are ca­ 
pable of winning in November. 
The $3,600 is the amount each 
had to pay to formally enter 
the race, and the state party 
organisation, recovering from 
hard financial times, gets to 
keep 25 per cent of that if they 
withdraw. 
Handley cautioned the quintet 
not to "make any promises you 
can't keep," because, he said, 
"the next four years will bring 
many 
changes 
beyond 
your 
control.” 
GOP National Committeeman 
L. Keith Bulen of Indianapolis 
cautioned everyone that Hoo- 
sier Republicans can't count on 
Nixon’s "coattails pulling us 
in.” 


U.S. W arplanes 
Avoid Hanoi 


SAIGON (AP) — U.S. war­ 
planes hammered North Viet­ 
nam with a record 350 strikes 
Thursday, including attacks on 
three MIG air bases, a naval 
base and an army barracks, 
but stayed 60 miles away from 
Hanoi because 'Soviet President 
Nikolai Podgorny is there. 
"Almost all of the raids were 
in the southern part of North 
Vietnam, and none was very 
dose to Hanoi," a U. S. spokes­ 
man said. “The combination of 
good weather and lucrative tar­ 
gets was the reason for the 
high number of strikes."

to dramatize their pleas, for

against hijackings. 
The strike would be for 24 
hours starting at 2 a.m. EDT 
Monday. 
Federation president Ola. For- 
sberg 
called 
the 
stoppage 
"drastic” and said he expected 
it would bring to a halt all do­ 
mestic and international airline 
flights. 
The U.S.. Air Line Pilots As­ 
sociation said 
in 
Washington 
that it was ordering its 30,000 
members to take part in the 
protest after the United Nations 
did not act. against hijackings. 
A spokesman for Eastern Air 
Lines, which now carries about 


70.000 passengers daily, said it 
would advise passengers in the 
event of a strike to seek ground 
transportation and would issue 
refunds. 
The U.S. Postal Service will 
have to move air mail "with all 
means of transporta lion at our 
disposal,” a spokesman said. 
He added that there are no con­ 
tingency plans for handling the 
expected increase burden oh 
.surface mail facilities. 
Forsberg said at a news con­ 
ference that the flight cessation

His shirts and ties are his 
own investment, and to make 
sure his linen is perfect, he 
pays $1 a shirt to have them, 
hand-launderecj and ironed. 
He gets $15 haircuts—and is 
likely to be deluged by irate 
viewer mail when he changes 
hair style or barbers. When he 
decided to let his locks grow 
discretely 
longer, 
he 
really 
heard it from the lady viewers 
in the Midwest. 
He tapes eight programs in 
two days. With studying the 
questions 
for 
upcoming 
pro­ 
grams and fan mail, he works 
about two weeks out of the 
month. 
Daytime viewers know him 
as Art James and he is cur­ 
rently visible as the sympa­ 
thetic and gentle host of NBC’s 
“Who. 
What 
and

Game.'* After a. quiet and wob­ 
bly start more than two years 
ago. it has been perking along 
smoothly. 
James sort of crept up on his 
specialty. He decided to get 
into show business when acting 
in a theatrical group during his 
student days at Wayne State 
University in Detroit, near Ms 
hometown of Dearborn. 
After graduation. Art was a 
radio disc jockey, became a ra­ 
dio announcer in Detroit and 
eventually Arrived in New York 
as announcer on “Concentra­ 
tion” when Hugh Downs was 
the host. James occasionally 
substituted for Downs on the 
game show and as announcer 
on the late-night “Jack Paar 
Show.” He left to take over his 
own show, “Say When.” which 
was on the network for four 
years.

After some 30 years of debate, 
speed suddenly became essen­ 
tial, Congress passed a law of 
doubtful constitutionality giving 
the voting right to 18-year olds. 
It would have created havoc 
with our election process, since 
the Indiana Constitution was 
specific in setting the age at 
21. W7e were years away from 
the possibility of changing the 
state constitution. 
Congress solved the problem 
with the near record approval 
of 
a 
Federal 
Constitutional 
amendment, approved by the 
required number of states in 
near record time. It makes the 
state have obsolete language in 
the constitution, and there is no 
fast way to eliminate it. 
Indiana was faced with a de­ 
cision on methods of revising 
the document, A few states had 
called conventions, 
re-writing 
their constitutions completely. 
The gradual amendment pro­ 
cess was selected for Indiana, 
with voters approving three at 
the last election. It is a fact of 
politics that proposed amend­ 
ments are never defeated, and 
frequently ignored by voters. 
We took judges out of politics, 
extended most state offices to 
four year terms, and placed our 
confidence in the “citizen” legis­ 
lature, permitting them to set 
the frequency and length of their 
sessions. Merely by passing a 
law, they can. extend or shorten 
sessions. 
This time we are again re­ 
quested to have faith in the 
legislators,. One amendment will 
permit the General Assembly to 
fill vacancies in the legislature 
by law. They have not suggest­ 
ed what procedure they would 
follow to fill such vacancies. 
Annual sessions have increas­ 
ed the importance of prompt fil­ 
ling of vacancies. A district 
could rapidly pass through two 
legislative sessions without re­ 
presentation under the present 
system, and special elections 
are far too costly. 
Tht Office ef Superintendent 
of Public Instruction would be 
removed from constitutional sta­ 
tus under another amendment. 
Again, we are asked to have 
faith in the legislature. By law, 
bey would establish the require­ 
ments, tenure and qualifications 
for the office. Many feel it is the 
first step to place a profession­ 
al 
educator on long tenure. 
Others regard it as still another 
office 
removed 
even 
further 
from the polls. 
Charles D. Wise, seeking the 
nomination on the República» 
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ticket, said: “I was me of the 
few Senators voting against the 
proposal. We have arrived at 
the point where wre must ask if 
continuous removal of offices 
from the state ticket is good for 
society. I don’t think because 
it is an elective office, it, neces­ 
sarily follows it should be poor­ 
ly run.” 
Robert M. Forbes of Warsaw, 
seeking the GOP spot on the tic­ 
ket, said: “I have nfixed emo­ 
tions about this. There are some 
reasons it should be out of poli­ 
tics, but if you have a bad man, 
people should be able to throw 
him out.” 
Other amendments on the bal­ 
lot will permit a governor to 
succeed, himself for a second 
term: change procedures for ve­ 
toing legislation permitting the 
governor seven ^ays to act: and 
permit county officers to serve 
unlimited number of terms. 
Like them or not, the pro­ 
posals will undoubtedly pass.

weakened its charity-care or­ 
ders to federally built hospitals. 
The result may be that fewer 
poor people receive free medi­ 
cal help in thousands of hospi­ 
tals and clinics built with feder­ 
al Hi 11-Burton funds. 
Such facilities have been re­ 
quired by law- since 1946 to pro­ 
vide “ a reasonable volume” of 
free services to poor people. 
Lawsuits filed by antipoverty 
lawyers prompted HEW to try 
and

“reasonable 
vol­ 
ume.” 
The partial retreat was con­ 
firmed Wednesday by the De­ 
partment of Health, Education, 
and Welfare although one offi­ 
cial, reluctant to disclose de­ 
tails, declared that even the

The new' proposal,, scheduled 
to be published in the Federal 
Register before July 1, pre­ 
scribes that all health-care in­ 
stitutions built or modernized 
with Hiil-Burton funds should 
provide free care to indigents 
at tin* rate of three per cent of 
operating costs or 10 per cent 
of the original loan or grant. 
An undetermined number of 
the 6,308 hospitals and other fa­ 
cilities which have received a 
total of $3.7 billion would be ex­ 
empt, however,, because the ob­ 
ligation is limited to the period 
of the original 25-year loan or 
20-year grant. 
The first proposal made pub­ 
lic in mid-April would have ap­ 
plied a formula of free-care 
equal to at least five per rent 
of operating costs or 25 per 
cent of net income, whichever 
was higher.

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SUNDAY SCHOOL LESSON OF THE WEEK 
Jesus Instructs Disciples 
How And How Not To Pray 
By EARL L. DOUGLAS 
The 
International 
Sunday 
School Lesson for June li is en­ 
titled "Meeting God through 
Prayer.” The eleven verses on 
which this lesson is based em­ 
phasize one of tee most impor­ 
tant factors of the spiritual life, 
namely, prayer. In one of his 
Epistles, the Apostle Paul urges 
his followers to pray without

Did he mean by this that true 
Christians have to be on their 
knees at all times or even that 
their whole time be given to 
petition? Not at all. The com­ 
mandment of the Apostle that 
Ms Christian associates pray 
without ceasing really means 
that a truly sincere follower of 
Christ needs at all times to be 
in a praying mood. If we are 
not in such a mood, then we are 
in a confused state both of mind 
and of soul. 
Jesis As Man 'Of Prayer 
We should always bear in 
mind that Jesus was a devout 
man of Prayer. He continued in 
prayer1 all night before he fi­ 
nally chose his followers, usual­ 
ly referred to as disciples. In 
the Garden of Gethsemane he 
prayed until the sweat of his 
face became, as it were, great 
drops of blood falling down to 
the ground (Luke 22:44). The 
obvious challenge to us is that 
If Christ had to pray and did so 
frequently, earnestly and to 
great spiritual results, then we 
need to pray. It is impossible 
for us to imagine a truly spirit­ 
ual man or woman who does 
not pray. Prayer is the soul’s 
sincere desire, uttered or unex­ 
pressed. God is living and real 
and has something vital to say 
to us. Prayer affords us the op­ 
portunity to listen for the "still 
small ’ voice" of God and to 
know that God wishes to make 
contact with us. 
Jesus pointed out to his dis­ 
ciples that hypocrisy may well 
be the greatest blasphemy of 
which we can be guilty. During 
the Lord’s life on earth Jesus 
declared that there were many 
people who actually loved to 


pray on the corners of the 
street. He declared that they 
prayed in. order to be seen of 
men, that they were religious 
show-offs and that they had 
their reward when people prais­ 
ed them. 
Alone With God In Prayer 
One of the values of prayer 
Is that when we pray we discov­ 
er the value of 'being alone— 
that is, being alone with God. 
Yet we are not to assume that 
individual prayer is sufficent to 
keep the spiritual life vital and 
alive. Public worship comes in 
as an important factor in the 
living of the Christian life. When 
we meet with others who be­ 
lieve as we do about Christ and. 
his spiritual service to man­ 
kind, this fellowship is a mat­ 
ter of vital importance. How­ 
ever, Jesus undoubtedly believ­ 
ed that his followers must not 
miss the point of their need to be 
entirely alone with God from 
time to' time. 
People sometimes denounce 
Christian believers, saying that 
the Church is full of hypocrites. 
This is decidedly .not true. Most 
of the people who gather togeth­ 
er in places of worship are not 
hypocrites hut people who aspire 
to the highest spiritual require­ 
ments of their Lord and an 
willing to come out and say so. 
Frequently church members fall 
flat on their faces, as it were. 
They show, however, the true 
character of their minds and 
souls when they pull themselv­ 
es together, get on their feet 
and. keep pushing on. to what 
they believe to be the ideals 
Christ set before men. 
The Necessity of Prayer 
Our present-day hypocrisy 
(and there is plenty of it) does 
not consist in preaching at street 
corners or urging people to con­ 
fess their .sins. and. be saved. 
Hypocrisy is deceit. The most 
dangerous deceit we can ever 
practice is when we try to de­ 
ceive ourselves. We know in our 
hearts what we are. If we keep 
pushing along spiritually, aim­ 
ing Mgher and higher in the 
realm of righteousness, then 
we are Christians. We are well 
advised when we stop point­ 
ing the finger of scorn at others 
and take a good look at our­ 
selves and. our motives. 


Tremendous emphasis is laid 
today on social Justice—and 
should be. But social justice is 
not the whole of Christian life 
and doctrine. We need to be 
alone at times with. God, eval­ 
uating ourselves before Him, 
asking God’s forgiveness, pres­ 
sing forth to the light of a better 
spiritual day. Hiis .is spiritual 
growth, with prayer as ode of 
the outstanding factors oi that 
life. 
There are many answers to' 
prayer. One is Yes. Another is 
No. Still another is Wait, with 
the assurance that God has 
something better to give us if 
we will be patient. 
We can sum up the whole 
message of prayer by saying 
that it is an essential factor 
in 'the life of all sincerely re­ 
ligious people. Prayer is indeed 
food for the soul. When we be­ 
gin our prayers with the ac­ 
knowledgement 'that God is our 
father, we can be sure that we 
are on the road to spiritual 
growth and enrichment.
